Incidently we believe that Cecil Lancaster 


will not keep for long, in Wilmingto.w, his 
Mansfield earned title of the “silent mo". 
At least he is in a town where he can, if 


he wishes, express his opinions. Everyone else 
does. 

In Mansfield all the town officials are 
elected by popular ballot. Wilmington, with a 
"stronger" Town Manager Charter, elects only 
its Selectmen, School Committee, Housing Au- 
thority and Moderator. 

We are of the opinion that Lancaster kept 
silent in Mansfield because he didn't want to 
be accused of taking part in the local polities 

With Wilmington's popularity contests re- 
duced to four there will be much more of a 
chance for the man to speak without possibly 
crossing a political line. 

We think he will, too. 

A LOSS TO THE SCHOOLS 

Wilmington's public schools will open short- 
ly, as will those of the other towns and cities 
of our Commonweal th, 

But this year there will be no Educational 
TV for the schools of Massachusetts. 

In 1957 a group that called itself the Coun- 
ceil for a Television Course in the Humanities 
for Secondary Schools started a program which 
was designed to replace the conventional third 
year English course, in High School. It sought 
to introduce the Ilumanities, literature, fine 
arts, drama, dance, music, etc., into the lives 
of our youngsters. It sought to do this through 
a series of films, to be broadcast over Channel 
in Boston, and another station in St. Louis. 
The Ford Foundation made a grant to assist 
in this program, and it was hailed, and used, 
by many educators. 

Our Wilmington Parent Teacher's Association 
raised money for Television Sets in our High 
School as a result, and the results were found 
to be very satisfactory to our school authori- 

es. 
as The sum of $410,000 was spent in this work. 
Most of it, we believe, came from the Ford 
Foundation. But it has been found to be too 


" sive". 
Ope ther than cheapen the course, it has been 


decided to drop it entirely.

Investigation 
costs nothing, Perhaps there is something in 
the proposals of \ir. Donahue that will pay off.

Involved were neighborhooa 
stores md shops selling hard- 
ware, fruit & fish, furniture, 
shoes, meats, fresh fruit and 
vegetables, meat and poultry, 
a delicatessen, a department 
store, a supermarket, and a 
package store, among others 
Thé merchants set up dues of 
$5 a month, in their comora- 
tion, to pay for cleaning of 
the parking area, replacing of 
electric lights, and advertis- 
ing. They agreed, in talking 
with Donahue and Franklin that 
they wuld increase these dues 
if they had to d the job over 
The comoration built a store 
550 feet long, and with stores 
90 feet deep. Each store owner 
bought his individual store 
from the corporation, at an 
average price of $16,000, of 
which 40% was cash, on the av- 
erage, and 60% mortgage. Each 
store omer leases land from 
the corporation in front of 
and behind his store at $1 a 
year, and the crporation car- 
ries insurance on the area 
Each store omer pays for his 
ow light, heat, etc 

All but 2 of the 22 stores 
were able to keep in operation 
during the construction of the 
new building 

All stores increased their 
business, as a result. Lynch’s

Could Be Done Here 
James Franklin, Urban Renewal 
Director, in a statement to 
The Town Crier, pointed out 
Wednesday morning that Wil- 
mington merchants, if they 
care to, can avail themselves 
of the sane opportunity. 
Their project would be in- 
dependent of the Urban Renewal 
project, as such, he stated, 
and wuld not be a substitute 
for the Urban Renewal prmject. 
Franklin had no doubt about 
the ability of the local mer- 
chants to finance such an un- 
derteaking 
Pointing out that Stop & Shop

THE OLD EAMES FARM 

The old Eames Farm, on Wobum 
Street, is sold It is to be- 
come a real estate development 
with Edsel Tocci of Watertom 
being the last man who will be 
able to say ‘I owned 50 acres 
of the Eanes Fam. 

For over 150 years this farm 
was owned, and was the home of 
various members of the Eames 
family. 

The old red farmhouse, now 
the home of Mrs Pay was built 
in 1724 by Ephraim Buck. He 
lived in the house where Mr 
Qox now lives - the oldest in 
Wilmington - the old Buck farm 
and he sold the farmhouse he 
built, in that same year of 
1724 to Daniel Eames. 
Daniel was quite a man. He 
was the son of Samuel Eanes, 
the grandson of Robert of Wo- 
burn - ad he in tum was des- 
tined to be the progenitor of 
a-large and well known family. 
liany people in the United 
States today cm if they wish 
point to the Eames Fam as the 
‘home of their ancestors’. 
Daniel had just married a 
widow lady, Abigsil Harnden 
Nourse. Her husband had died 
a short while before - the son 
of Rebecca Nourse, a Maine 
woman who had been hanged as a 
witch in Salem - a very stead- 
fast woman, according to all 
reports, who died with dignity 
Abigail’ s grandfather was 
Richard Harnden, the first 
white man to live in what is 


now North Wilmington (the 
site of his home is now the 
A TT. Norton home on High St) 
Abigail’ s father was Deacon 
John yarnden, whose -family had 
been killed by the Indians in 
706. Abigail was the heroine 
of that massacre. 

Dmiel was, like his wife, of 
rugged material. ye was one of 
the sharpest traders of his 
day, and he amassed a wnsi- 
derable fortune, speculating 
in Maine real estate. Eventu- 
ally he moved to Haverhill and 
left the farm to his son John. 
Daniel later on moved to yaine 
where he had made his money. 
John became one of the Select 
men of Wilmington at an early 
age, and, like his father knew 
the value of a shilling. He 
was one of the Selectmen of 
Wilmington in the time of the 
transportation of the Acadi ans 
to Massachusetts. John and his 
fellow selectmen are suspected 
of having made a few pounds on 
the side, providing for the 
Acadian family who was sent to 
Wilmington - they were kept in 
the old John Harndgn house, 
belonging to his mother. 
The Eames were al ways long 
lived people, frugal and hard 
headed. They kept the same! 
farm for 156 years. Generation 
after generation tilled the 
soil, sent their sons to the 
East School, and passed on to 
their eventual reward.

One of the most notewrthy 
was ,emuel Cobb Hames. ye! 
lived in the old farmhouse 
from about 182) to about 1880.
